MANUFACTURERS of steel and wire ‘products have 
certainly a bright outlook for future trade. Reports 
from all over the country indicate that farmers, on ac- 
count of the large crops, will make improvements that 
will require a great deal of wire goods. Many of the 
farmers are calling for completed wire fencing, which 
means that they are too prosperous to consider the 
laborious economy of producing their own fence posts 
and stringing the wire. 


* 








Dr. Cnarces H. Herty of the University of 
Georgia has brought out some interesting facts in re- 
gard to the waste im turpentine operations, quoting 
figures showing that ‘the total revenue from the tur- 
pentine and rosin output of the South amounted this 
year to $17,400,000 under the present method of 
handling the trees, and that under the new method 
the value of the output would have been $30,050,000, 
making a total loss to the operators of the South more 
than $13,000,000, regardless of the injury, from a lum- 
bering standpoint, done to the trees under the old 
method. 


THERE is every indication that this is to be a big 
year with the lignite coal mines. Coal consumers in 
the smaller towns of the Northwest now realize that 
there is likely to be a scarcity of their favorite fuel, 
hard coal, at $9 and $9.50. The consumer in the 
Dakotas will burn lignite before he will pay a high 
price for anthracite, and on this prospect the manu- 
facturers of lignite heaters are active. It is safe to 
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say that lignite will be the principal fuel in the big 
district west of the Red River valley in North Dakota 
this winter. If anthracite is unreasonably high in 
price lignite will be the principal fuel in the valley. 
South Dakota will double its usual consumption of 
lignite. 


THE PHENOMENAL activity of the whole country is 
illustrated by some figures, just prepared by the Treas- 
ury Bureau of Statistics, showing the commerce on the 
Great Lakes during the month of July and the seven 
months ending with July. The chain of Great Lakes 
which stretches from New York at the east to Min- 
nesota at the west transports a large proportion of the 
products of a dozen states, in which are included the 
principal agricultural, mining and forestry sections of 
the country. The measurement of the commerce of 
the lakes, therefore, is an important exponent of the 
business activities of the country. This is accom- 
plished by the figures of the Treasury Bureau of Sta- 
tistics which show that the total freight receipts at 144 
receiving ports on the lakes were 25,718,826 net tons 


in the first seven months of the year, compared with 
18,891,257 net tons in the corresponding months of last 


year. 


THE recent speeches of President Roosevelt and 
other leaders of the various political factions regard- 
ing a reduction of the tariff rates as a means of con- 
trolling trusts has brought some interesting figures 
and facts before the hardware interests. It is a known 
fact that the large corporations that control various 
interests relative to the. hardware trade are exacting 
enomous prices from the American consumers and 
selling foreign customers at competitive prices only. 
American axes, wire-nails, kniygs,;batbed,-wire and 
many other equally important and necessary lines are 


‘being sold at from 15 per cent to 50 per cent lower in 


the foreign markets than ‘to the home consumers, 
This fact means that the combines controlling these 
various lines are selling either at little or no profit or 
at a loss abroad or at an exorbitant profit at home. [|

and Capital.” Mr. Pfahler being an official of the 
Abram Cox Stove Co., Philadelphia, who employ a 
large number of men, and having served various or- 
ganizations of stove and iron men in different official 
capacities, has had rare opportunities for gaining a 
practical knowledge of the absolute rights of both 
labor and capital, as well as lessons on threading one’s 
way in the intervening neutral strip where ambiguity 
dwarfs all attempts to settle questions on their abso- 
lute merits and diplomacy and compromise must be 


In the under world where the debauchee and spend- 
thrift rule the conventional excuse for all kinds of 
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crime and questionable hilarity is that “man is not 
made of wood.” 

It would be well for the average sociologist if he 
were to take this current phrase of the barrooms and 
race courses, frame it and hang it over his desk while 
writing on labor questions, as it would remind him 
of the human equation and prevent his drawing false 
conclusions from the summarization of so many men’s 
work pitted against the work of such and such a ma- 
chine, for example. 

The following excerpts from this article show how 
an eminently practical man views grave questions 
which are too often dismissed after theoretical con- 
sideration only. It is evident from a perusal of every 
line of Mr. Pfahler’s work that he never loses sight 
of the cardinal fact that a labor dispute cannot be 
considered from an abstract standpoint only. On 
each side of every labor question there come up the 
deeper problems of human pride, human interest and 
human passion. 

A fight for 25 cents advance per day and a fight for 
recognition of a certain association are oftentimes 
based on widely divergent industrial conditions and 
require different handling on the part of men in whose 
honor and ability is entrusted the welfare of their fel- 
low employers or employes, as the case may be. 

Revenons a vos moutons, we quote from this article 


as follows: 

“Remove the curtain between the two real parties to the 
controversy, which is often held by men of selfish purpose 
on both sides, and you behold two simple factors, the wage- 
payer and the wage-earner, each dependent upon the other and 
both serving the same master, the great consuming public, 
of which they are also equal and very important parts. The 
wage-payer, being directly in contact with the purchasing 
consumer, claims that he must have a result in production 
equal in every way to the wages paid, while the wage-earner 
contends that he must have a wage equivalent to his contribu- 
tion in time, energy and skill, to the article produced.” 


“Labor, whether skilled or unskilled, engaged in the 
reduction of the raw material to the finished product, is also 
dependent upon the law of supply and demand to fix its value 
or wage; and any effort to change this value brings the wage- 
earner in direct conflict with the consumer, through his rep- 
resentative, the employer, whose duty it is to know, and who 
usually does know, what proportion of the entire cost of any 
article can be distributed in wages so as to retain the value of 
the article at a price not in excess of the ability of the con- 
sumer to purchase, and yet within limits which will prevent 
a more favored nation or, district from furnishing the same 
article in competition, and thereby cause idleness for the 


wage-earner and loss to the employer.” 
* * * 


“All conflicts which have ever arisen between men upon 
any subject, whether social, political or religious, have been 
based, not upon difference in conditions really existing, but 
upon difference of opinion as to the relation which existed 
between the parties to the conflict; and strife, to a greater or 
less extent, has been brought into use to determine such 
position. An excess of power on one side or the other suc- 
ceeded in establishing for a time the opinion of the victor, 
but never removed the cause of dispute; and so the organiza- 
tion of wage-earners into associations or unions enabled them 
to establish from time to time, by power which they never 
hesitated to exercise, such wages and conditions as in their 
opinion were fair to them, but not always in accord with the 


condition of supply and demand.”

“In the third year of its existence the Defense Association 
was invited by the officers of the union to appoint a commit- 
tee to meet a similar committee from their organization for 








the purpose of discussing some plan by which strikes and 
lockouts could be avoided. Frequent meetings were held; 
many attempts at forming a plan were abandoned, until finally 
it was agreed that all questions of difference between any 
employer, member of our association, and his employe, mem- 
ber of the union, should be referred to a committee of three 
from each association for arbitration and that, pending such 
action, no strike or lockout should occur. Asa result of this 
agreement, during the past ten years no strike has occurred 
in this industry, and every point of difference has been ami- 
cably adjusted by conference. Each year a general confer- 
ence is held, at which the wages are fixed for the ensuing 
year, and such other changes as may be of mutual advantage 


are adopted.” 
* * * 


“The success of this organization led to the formation of a 
larger and more powerful one, known as the National Found- 
ers’ Association, of which I had.the honor to be the first 
president. It required a long time to convince many of the 
larger employers of men that the formation of such an 
association was not dangerous, because in the negotiations it 
would be a virtual recognition of the union; but we at last 


succeeded in organizing with about: fifty members.” 
* * * 


“The history of all associations of manufacturers formed 
for the purpose of establishing and maintaining just and fair 
business relations between their employes and themselves 
proves beyond doubt that better results can be obtained in this 


way than in any other.” 
- . 


“A review in detail of the results lished by the 
methods of conference and conciliation, jg these cases referred 
to, would require more space than can be used in this paper— 
but warrant the following conclusions : 

“First—That labor organizations are the natural result 
of a great movement in the business world which is replacing 
costly competition with profitable co-operation, and are formed 
primarily for the protection of their members, upon the theory 
that collective bargaining for the sale of their labor is more 
profitable than individual contract. 

“Second.—The accomplishment of their object requires 
labor organizations to secure the membership of the largest 
number of persons employed in any kindred trade, and (be- 
cause voluntary advancement of wages rarely or never occurs) 
to demand a change in wages and betterment in conditions 
whenever it appears that the need for their labor is in excess 
of the supply, and therefore warrants such demand. Labor 
organizations are necessary also to resist collectively any 
movement on the part of the employer which would result in 
injury to the workingman. 

“Third.— Whenever labor organizations by reason of false 
leaders have made unfair demands or established conditions 
which were unfair to the employer, it has been because of the 
use of collective force against the individual employer, and 
this has been defeated whenever the employers have organized 
similar associations for their own defense. 

“Fourth—tThat strikes for advance in wages and im- 
provement of condition—occurring, as they do, during a period 
of prosperity—usually succeed, while strikes for recognition 
of the union, usurpation of the rights of the employer or 
against the reduction of wages almost invariably fail in their 


purpose.” 
* * * 


“On the part of the employer there is the refusal (usually 
sentimental) to recognize the union, and the determination to 
destroy it. He forgets that his effort to destroy the union 
pre-supposes his recognition of it, else he would be fighting 
a nightmare, while the recognition in fact would enable him 
to learn its scope, purposes, and plans, and by co-operation 


secure a valuable ally instead of an unreasonable enemy.” 
a 


“The obstacle on the part of labor is the effort to estab- 
lish the idea that recognition of the union implies more than 
the agreement to make collective bargains between employer 
and employe at such times as a change in business conditions 
demands or permits, or to insist that it conveys the right 
to enforce rules and methods in the conduct of the business 
without the consent or co-operation of the employer.” 








RANDOM SKETCHES. 


BY SIDNEY ARNOLD. 

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1902, the New 
York postoffice paid 3,585,713 money orders valued at 
$24,829,880, and the Chicago postoffice paid 5,656,068 
money orders, valued at $33,388,410. How do you, 
Mf. Hardware Dealer, account for these statistics ? Un- 
fortunately, the answer is too easy. Chicago is the 
home of the retail order houses who do a business of 
some $40,000,000 a year. 

William E. Curtis, in a recent issue of the Chicago 
Record-Herald, compytes that about 40 per cent of 
the receipts of the catalogue houses are in postoffice 
money orders, 30 per cent in express orders, 20 per 
ent in currency and Io per cent in postage stamps. In 
continuing the subject, he says: 

“I was surprised to learn that there has been no 
marked increase in the trade since the establishment 
of the rural delivery service, but it is the uniform testi- 
mony that the growth has been only normal. The 
only effect of the rural delivery system has been to re- 
duce the value and increase the number of orders. A 
farmer’s wife can nowwrite every day for whatever she 
wants and get a postal order or a sheet of postage 
stamps at her own door from the rural delivery carrier 
to pay for it, and the package is delivered to her at 
home the latter part of the week, whereas formerly she 
had to.go to town to buy the postal order and to get 
the package, which required two trips for every trans- 
action. 

“The orders are generally small; the average value 
is only a few dollars, and it is also the uniform testi- 
mony that the people are honest. Very few attempt 
to cheat or deceive. 

“At the big houses the orders will average from 15,- 
000 to 18,000 a day for the year, and run as high as 
25,000 and 30,000 a day during the busy season. The 
largest firm has a minimum of 1,900 employes upon its 
pay roll and a maximum of 2,800 during the spring 
and fall and at holiday time. About 45 per cent of the 
goods are shipped by mail, about 3 per cent by express 
and about 25 per cent by freight. For the value re- 
yerse the figures. All the small and light packages are 
sent by mail. The heavier packages up to four pounds 
are also sent by mail except where there is a short 
haul and express rates are cheaper than postage. Large 
orders, embracing a varity of goods, are packed in a 
case and shipped by freight.”

If you de- 
sire us to have these ordered for you, kindly furnish 
us with New York references, and we will give your 
order our prompt attention. Enclosed find two of our 
repair circulars.” 

They received the following reply to’ this letter : 

“Yours of Sept. 5th to hand and contents fully not- 


. ed, and in reply would say I have been in business 


here since July 22d, have bought over $5,000 worth 
of goods and have paid for all that is due, and I have 
never been asked for references before, so if you are 
afraid to ship your two or three dollars’ worth of re- 
pairs, make out your bill and I will send check in ad- 
vance.” 

It needs no reading between the lines to show that 
the dealer in question was touched to the quick by a 
request for references, but his action in the matter was 
no credit to his business sagacity. 


While all the firms with whom he had previously 
done business may have been perfectly well aware of 
his financial condition, he could hardly expect that 
every firm with whom he might have business trans- 
actions should have an inherent and instinctive knowl- 
edge of his-financial status. He should also put him- 
self in the place of the stove repair firm, and he would 
readily see that if they gave promiscuous credit with- 
out investigation their margins of profit would be 
quickly wiped out. All business transactions are un- 
derstood to be on a cash basis. Credit is merely an 
accommodation in cases where the seller is satisfied 
that his extension of the time of payment is a safe 
business risk and the granting of credit to commer- 


cial strangers is not business.

And 
they are flooding the country with their price list. 

What are you going to say when your customer 
points out to you these prices? Why, you dare not 
say a word. 

Now take again a steel range of same weight and 
trimmings. They are three to six dollars less than 
manufacturer’s price to us. George, there is a screw 
loose somewhere. We must be paying too dear for 
our whistle, or the manufacturer selling 25 per cent 
less than to us. For the life of us we don’t see any 
way out of the fix but to organize, and every con- 
sumer who buys of this house refuse to take his truck 
and butter and produce and to refuse to sell them 
nails, wire and such, which we sell at cost usually.

PiG IRON, 


The well-known firm of S. Obermayer Co., manu- 
facturers of foundry facings and supplies, with head- 
quarters at Cincinnati, issue an attractive booklet en- 
titled The Obermayer Bulletin, from which we repro- 
duce the following interesting data on pig iron: 

Question—What is Pig Iron? 

Ans. (Molder)—Pig Iron. 

Ans. (Chemist)—The product of ores reduced in a blast 
furnace. 

Question—What are its component parts? 

Ans. (M.)—Why, pure iron. 

Ans. (Chem.)—About 90 per cent metallic iron; the re- 
maining 10 per cent consisting of silicon, phosphorus, manga- 
mese, sulphur and carbon. 
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Question—What 1s silicon? 

Ans. (M.)—Don’'t know 

Ans. (Chem.)—It is the softening element in the iron. 

Question—What is phosphorus? 

Ans. (M.)—Don’t know. 

Ans. (Chem.)—It is the element which gives the iron its 
fluidity, but which reduces its strength as the percentage 
increases. 

Question—What is manganese? 

Ans. (M.)—Don’t know. 

Ans. (Chem.)—It is a metallic substance; but in pig iron 
above 3-4 of 1 per cent; has a tendency to harden the iron; 
but manganese counteracts the sulphur by combining with 
it and passing out into the slag. 

Question—What is sulphur? 

Ans, (M.)—Brimstone. 

Ans. (Chem.)—The most dangerous element pertaining 
to the foundry business. It makes castings hard, increases 
the shrinkage and promotes blow-holes; also reduces its 
strength. 

Question—What is carbon? 

Ans. (M.)—Coal. 

Ans. (Chem.)—There are two kinds of carbon in iron— 
graphitic, or free carbon, and combined carbon. The first is 
the element that gives the iron its granular appearance, and 
is really the body that influences the degree of hardness of 
the casting, the graphitic carbon being held as such by the 
percentage of silicon in the iron; (as the percentage of 
silicon increases so also does the graphitic carbon, other ele- 
ments being normal). As regards combined carbon, this is 
a carbon practically dissolved in the iron, and as its per- 
centage increases so also does the hardness of the iron. 
Chilled casting is of this carbon combined, while the soft 
machinery casting is of this carbon mixed in graphitic form. 

Question—Are all pig irons similar? 

Ans. (M., scratching his head)—‘All coons look alike to 
me!” 

Ans. (Chem.)—No. 

Question—Wherein do they differ? 

Ans. (M.)+Don’t Know, 

Ans. (Chem.)—No two furnaces make exactly the same 
kind. of iron; in fact, no one furnace make$ the same kind 
of iron continually, frequently, chatiging from the softest to 
the hardest in the shortest space of time. 

Question—How is iron graded? 

Ans,, (M.)—By breaking it and seeing if the silvery spots 
are well scattered, covering the whole surface, or just por- 
tions thereof; the former rating No. 1 foundry, and the iron 
which does not show the silvery spots covering the whole 
surface is reckoned Nos. 2 and 3; grading to the quantity of 
silvery spots apparent. 

Ans. (Chem.)—The old method of grading was done 
entirely by the appearance of the surface of the fracture, 
which to a certain extent indicates the softness of the iron 
(crystal appearance). By the modern method the iron is 
graded by chemical analysis, each grade having its specifica- 
tions as to silicon, etc. 

Question—Under what heads are the irons sold? 

Ans. (M.)—Nos, 1, 2 and 3 Foundry. 

Ans. (Chem.)—For ordinary foundry purposes the 
grades in most general use are: No, 1 foundry, containing 
about 3 to 3% per cent silicon; No. 2, containing about 2% to 
3 per cent silicon; and No. 3, containing from about 2 to 2% 
per cent silicon. Gray Forge and White iron are not in gen-

eral use for foundry purposes, except such work as

A HOOD PATTERN. 





I show here a hood, round at the top and oblong at 
the base, laid out by the method of triangles. The 
elevation and plan is fully given, being all that is 
necessary to develop the pattern; for after you see in- 
to it, all you need is one-half plan and one right and 
left triangle, as shown a bc. It is best to have the 
circle in plan stepped off in equal parts. Now that 
we have given the side-view of the hood, F H H and 
F Gare shown in their true length. Let us start with 
F G, we want n | in its true length, a b being the 
height of the hood; lay off n 1 from b toward c on the 
triangle, the distance from that point to a will be its 
true length; with the distance set the dividers at f, 
on the pattern; then make an arc with the distance 
o n; now take n 2; lay that off from b.toward c, then 
from that point to a will be its true length. Make an 
arc on pattern from n, then an arc from to to 2; work 
each one the same way as n 3, n 4; next m 4 m'5, m 6, 
m 7; from f h being its true length. Make an arc 
from 7, lay off m p, this finished half of pattern. It 
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is a good idea to crease the lines on pattern in the 
brake or hatchet stake, as it makes a good job.

HANDY APPLE-CORER AND SLICER. 





As the fruit drying season is approaching, I have 
concluded to let your readers have the benefit of what 
I term an apple “snitzer and corer” and have this day 
mailed you a sample under separate cover from which 
you can make a cut if desired. I also enclose outlines 
of the patterns used for same. 

The article is considerably used in this section by 


farmers who have much fruit to dry. The cutter or 
“snitzer” should be made from IX tin, and well sol- 


dered together, especially the fastening of the knives 
to the tube. Any number of knives can be put on to 
suit the size of the apples. The tube is hemmed at 
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the top to prevent one cutting the hands in operating 
the cutter. The ring is double hemmed on both sides 
and the knives are hemmed in one-fourth of an inch 


at the top and turned square at the end to fit inside

It is reported that a tinplate mill will soon be built 
at Canal Dover, O. A bonus of $10,000 has been 
offered the company as an inducement. 

F. R. Phillips & Sons Co., who act as agents for the 
Gruson Iron Works, have also the contract for the 
tin machinery in connection with the above mill, 

The Sharon Tinplate Co., Sharon, Pa., closed its 
mills September 16th and it is not definitely known 
when the plant will resume operations. Twelve hun- 
dred men are idle as a result of the shut down. 


The first American contract for tin mills abroad 
was placed recently with the Gruson Iron Works, 
Eddystone, Pa., for the! erection of a tinyplant in Italy. 
The plant + will,.consist of;three hot and four cold 
mills and all other: equipments in American modern 
mills. 

Present indications point to the fact that the Amer- 
ican Tin Plate Co. contemplate reopening all their 
Indiana mills. Workmen in the. various departments 
of the Anderson mills have been notified to report for 
work and others have been assured that they will not 
be idle much longer. 

Powers Bros.,Streator, lll., are meeting with marked 
success in their sales of Powers’ automatic chimney 
top, which is sold by all leading jobbers and dealers in 
hardware and tinners’ supplies.

The United States Steel Company is reported to 
have acquired a controlling interest in the American 
Can Company. The can company are the largest 
consumers of tin in the country. Two small canning 
seasons have greatly reduced the demand for cans 
and the company had, it was rumored, contemplated 
making its own plate. To prevent this large loss to 
their industry the steel company, it is said, have 
gained control of 60 per cent of the stock. 

The report for the year 1901 of Capt. James M. 
Clark, chief of the bureau of industrial statistics, shows 
some interesting figures regarding the tin plate indus- 
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try in Pennsylvania. The capital invested in Penn- 
svlvania tin plate works manufacturing their own 
black plates is $10,525,000. The production of black 
plate was 435,628,000 pounds, and the total output of 
the plate made by the black plate works and the tin 
plate dipping works combined was 421,640,000 pounds, 
an increase over the production of 1900 of 123,786,000 
pounds. The value of the entire output, tinned and 
untinned, was $17,612,030. 

Eight thousand men were employed in black plate 
works whose average yearly earnings were $561, and 
the average daily wage scale, skilled and unskilled, 
was $2.46. Lawrence county produced 44 per cent of 
the entire black plate production, Westmoreland coun- 
ty 24 per cent and Allegheny county 11 per cent. 


The rebate proposition submitted to tin workers of 
the Amalgamated Association by the American Tin 
Plate Co. has been accepted by the tin mill workers of 
New Castle, Pa., who have twice before rejected the 
proposition. The proposition is a 25 per cent reduction 
on the scale rate on all orders from the Standard Oil 
Co. and other companies that import tin from Wales. 
The American Tin Plate Co. promises to use its influ- 
ence to strengthen the Amalgamated Association in 
power and membership. The company can now secure 
the Standard Oil Company’s business, which amounts 
to 1,500,000 boxes yearly. 

This will insure steady work for all tin mills con- 
trolled by the company.

As a consequence there is many a merchant doing 
business with traveling men who, while booking his 
order, curse them in their hearts, not because he is a 
close or shrewd buyer that they cannot overreach, but 
because to get his order it is necessary to put up ‘with 
an amount of indignity and humiliation that stirs their 
deep resentment.” 

Business is business and a commercial traveler or 
any other solicitor for patronage expects to put up 
with discomfort and annoyance, but no one has the 
right to ask him to patiently endure unnecessary hu- 
miliation. He who does shows an amount of con- 
ceit, an ignorance of the world and a capacity for 
making enemies that sufficiently prove his own insig- 
nificance as a man and a merchant. There are men 
on the road as elsewhere who cannot be too severely 
treated, but they are exceptions. The average travel- 
ing man has an exceptional knowledge of the world, 
exceptional powers of observation and insight into 
character and conditions, and an inside knowledge of 





goods and men that makes him a mine of information, 
a traveling storehouse, for the people with whom he 
comes in contact. With his access to the credit men 
of great wholesale houses, his acquaintance with other 
traveling men, and his many relations in the great 
markets of the country, he is a commercial factor 
whose influence it is hard to over-value. What folly 
it is to excite without provocation the ill-will of such 
a man! 

If a merchant cannot see the advantage of. having 
the good-will of the traveling fraternity let him re- 
member that credit and the amount of consideration 
shown the retailer by the wholesale house are often 
materially affected by the traveling man’s favorable or 
unfavorable attitude toward him. It’s a hard thing 
to be hard on a man whom you like, and the reputation 
of being a nice man to do business with is a valuable 
moral asset. Again, it is a good thing to have the 
good will of the men from whom you never have 
bought and never expect to buy goods. The time 
may come when they can speak a word for or against 
you. The prestige for good or evil built up about us 
by the involuntary estimates or action of other people 
has its fruit as much as our direct efforts—From The 
Keystone. .

CHICAGO IRON MARKET 

The local market is strong. There is no spot of do- 
mestic manufacture offered and the sale of foreign iron 
is increasing. The coke situation is even more serious 
than last week. This scarcity of fuel and the lack of 
ample facilities for transportation will serve to make 
the sales for 1903 at a high figure. Several local foun- 
dries have purchased trial orders of Colorado coke 
and are now giving it a test. 

Several furnaces contemplate banking during the 
next few days unless coke can be obtained. Local 
foundrymen are experiencing some difficulty in using 
imported iron. However, this is expected to be over- 
come as soon as they become familiar with it. It is 
said that the pig iron production, which was at the 
rate of 18,000,000 tons early in the year, is now down 
to under 17,500,000, and it is estimated that pig and 
scrap iron and steel billets are being imported at the 
rate of about 80,000 tons a month. 


BARB WIRE. 

Business has been fair. Prices are expected to drop 
and the market is unsettled.
